AME, USHER, the particulars of whoſe Life 

I here intend to ſet forth, as brieflv and with as 

much Perſpicuity as may be, was D-ſcended, on 

his father's Side, from a very Antient and Ho- 
nourable Family, who went over into retard with 

King Jobn. On his Mother's Side, he was Deſcen- 

from the Family of the Sranibuwſt's z Remarkable for 
their Loyalty, and the Service they did to their Coun- 
try. He was Born in the City of Dublin in eland, in 
the Year 1580. His Father Mr. Anald Uſher,was brought 
up in the Study of the Law, one of the Clerks of rhe 


Chancery, and a Perſon of Excellent Parts and Endow- 


ments. 


He was Taught to Read by his two Aunts, who were 
born Blind, (a thing ſcarce credible) but their readi- 
neſs in the Scripture, being able ſuddenly to have re- 
peated any part of the Bible, made good that uſual 
Saying, Cæcorum Mens Occulatiſſima. At eight Years Old 
he was ſent to the Grammar School; and he Conteſs d 
that when he had arriv'd to his Tenth Year, he firft 
began to find in himſelf the true Senſe of Religion in 
his Converſion to God ; occaſion'd by a Sermon which 
he beard Preached upon Rom. 12. 1. Jbeſeech ye Brethren 


by the mercies of God, &c. 


At this time there was no College or Univerſity in 
J eland, whereupon his Grandfatner, James Stenibuft,

foe Founding an Univerlity in Dublin, which was per- 
fefted by his Uncle Henry Uſt er, Arch-Biſhop of Armagh 
and Primate of all Jrelund; who being ſent over into 
Englnd rom the Council, obtain d his Requeſt from 
that Illuſtr us Princeſs, and great Encourager of Learns 
ing, Queen Elizabeth, ; | 

At thirteen Years old, he was admitted into the Col- 
lege of Dubim, and wa+ the firft Schollar, that was e- 
ver enter d ti ere. (A Noble Front ſpiece for their Ad- 
miſſion-BoOOK !) At Fourteen he was called ro receive the 
Sacrament ; and he made fo great a Progreſs in his 
Studies, that, at Fifteen, he arrive to ſuch a Sufficien- 
cy in Cronology, tha he drew up an exact Cronology 
as far as the Book of Kings. ws 
. But now about this time his Fathers Intention to ſend 
him over hither to the [15-of-Cours tor the Study of 
Common-Law, much difturb'd him; yet in Obedience to 
his Father's Plealure , he aſſented and reſolved it But 
it ſo fell out that not long after (Aug. 12. 1598.) 
his father dicd; and being then at liberty to make 
Choice of his Studies, d- vored himſelf to the Study of 
Divinity, and was choſen Fellow of the College. See, 
how much he deſpi'd the Riches of this World! His 
Father left him a plentiful Eſtate in Land, but finding 
he mut have involv'd himſelf in many Suits in Law be- 
fore it could have heen ſettled , and fearing that this 
might prove an Impediment to his Studies, and draw 
him off from the Service of God, to which he had de- 
yoted himſel:, he relinquiſhed his Right and Title, 
gave it to the Benefit of his Brothers and Siſters, and 
for that end ſuffered his Uncle to take out Letters of 
Adminiftration : And that it might not be jadged to 
be weakly and raſhly done, he drew up a Note under 
his Hand of the State of all things that concerned it, and 
Directions what to do in it. | | 
When he was Nineteen Years old, he diſputed with 
Henry Fitz-Symonds, the Jeſuit. in the Caſtte of Dublin; 
who, it ſeems, ſent theſe Words by way of a Challenge: 
Jam a Priſoner, and 1y'd like a Bear to à Stake, and want 
ſame Body to bait me. Upon which, this Eminent Perſon 


in his young Years encountered him; tho? at Meeting 


#113-Symonds deſpiſed him, as Goliab did David, R, 
a 12 ! ; , 0 J uit 
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Jeſuit was worſted , and afterwards writing to ſome of 
his tcuds, gare this Character of his Antagoniſt. 
© There came to me. ſa:4 be, a Youth, of about 18 
& Yrars of age: One, of a too-ſoon ripe Wit, ſcarce, 
© as you would think, gone through the Courſe of 
* his P iloſophy, or gottenout of his Ch-ldiood ; yet 
« ready to diſpute ef ta: moſt obſtruſe Points in Divi- 
4 nity“ . This ſame Jeſuit did ſome time after write a 
Book, a d dedicated to this Young MAN; whercin he 
acknowi:4g*d, ond complimented him upon his Piety 
and great Learning, 

At Lwenty Years old, he commenced Maſter of Arts, 
and was cholen Catechiſt of the Col.ge ; and he then 
went tiirv_ 4 great part of the Body of Divinicy in the 
Chapple, y wiy of Common-Plue, He gow choſen 
one of the three who were to preach con'tantly before 
the STATE in Co- Church; waich he retuſed, alledg- 
ing, That the Canons of the Church required, chat 
whoever took Orders ſhould be twenty four Years old, 
and he was not twenty ons; but being told by ſeveral 
Grave and Learned Divines tnat tie Lord bad necd of 
him, and that the Prophet Samuci miniſtred uuto the Cord 
m his Touth, he was convinced by their Arguments and 
on Sunday before Cbriſimaſs, 1601, Was ordaia'd (wich 
the Aſſiſtance of other Miniſters ) by his Uncle Henry 
Uſher, Arch-Biſhop of A*dmagh, Primate and Netto- 
politan ot Jrejand. But co proceed. 
lle conſtantly came over to England once in three 
Years, and thus ſpent the Summer. One Month at 
Oxford anether at Cambridge, a third at London 3; 
earching the Books and Manuſcripts ot each Univeriiry, 
and ſpending much time in Sir Thomas Cotton's Library, 
and Cbnvering With Learned Men with whom ke was 
n great Eſtcem. In After-Vears he was acquiinted 

ich the Varicties of other Nation; ſcarce a valuable 
00k in any Eiin-nt berſons Library, France, Italy, 
ermany or Rome, but he had his way to hare it, or 

hat he delired was Tranſcribed and ſent to vim z. better 
cquainted with the Pope's Vatican, than tome that'did 
ally vitit it, Having commenced Poctor of Diviaity, 
ad the Provoſt dying, he was una imoufly c huſen, be-

the Oppoſition of his Ent mies, he made him Biſhop of 
Meath in Irc land, and would often boaſt that he was a 
Biſbop of his own making, While he was Biſhop Elect, 
he was choſen to preach before the Houſe of ommons g 
and upon his Return into Ireland, was conſecrated by 
Primate Hampton, and was fo far from declining to 
preach conſtantiy, that he bound himſelf the rather to 
ic by the Morro of his Epiſcopal Seal. Ye mihi, fi non 
Evaengelizavero. That is, Wo u me, if I negled or fail 
10 preach the Word of God. He hed many 7-p:is in his 
Nioceſs, at whoſe Requeſt he condeſcended to preach in 
the St ſſions-Houſe, and Converted many.

While he was in England, Primate Wamp'on dying, he 
was mare Primate of Ireland, the hundredth Biſhop of 
that Seth from the fiſt ſuppoſed to be Patricius, who 
lived in St. Auguftins Time 4co Years after Chrift 
and is to this Day commonly called St, Patrick. This 
Reverent Pr;mate, in his Eook, Entitul' d. The Religion 
f the Aucient INI H, hath made it appear, at leaſt to 
be very plaußhle, that the Doctrine of St. Vati iet, plant- 
ed and preached amorg them at firſt, was, in Subſtance, 
the ſam- which is now taught and profeſſed by us. 

Being thus promoted to the higheſt Step his Pro- 
feſſion was capable of, in his Native Country, he was 
the more humble and labcrious ; Dut preaching for 
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fome Weeks together beyond his Strength (at the Re- 


Ju ſt of ſome Minifters and Gentlemen“ in Eſex, he fell 
into a Quartaye Ague, which" held him abeut three 


Quarters of a Xrar. 

tier his R:covery, the Lord Mordaunt, afterwards 
Eaci of Pere borougb, being a Papiſt, and deſirous to 
draw his Lacy to the ſame Religion, was willing there 
ſhould be a Mecting ef two Prime Men of each Party, 
to diſpute what might be in Controverſy between them, 
The Lady mage Choice of this Lord-Primate, and pre- 
vailed with him, tho' newly recovered, and ſcarce able 
to take ſuch a Journey.

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In 1626. he return'd into 7reland, and in the Michael- 
m4 Term following, there were ſome Propoſitions made, 
and offe1'd to be aſſented to by the Papiſts for the full 
Toleration of their Religion, viz. The maintaining 500 
Horle and 5000 Foot, Whereupon a great Aſſæmoly of 
Phe whole Nation, Proteſtants and Papiſts, were call'd 
the Lord Faullland being thea Lord. Deputy, the Mcet- 
ing was in the Caſtle of Dublin. But the Eiſh: ps, by 
this Lord Primate's 'nvitation, met at his Houle, and 
he and they unanimouſly fubſcribzd a Proteſtat ion againſt 
the Toleration of Popery.

The Judgment of the Biſhops prevailed ſv much 
with che Proteftants, that the Propoſals were drove on 
very heavily ; and after much Agitation of things. the 
Lord Deputy, finding the Diſconterrts of both Parties 
increaſing. deſired thi Lord-Primace (as t © fit ft Per- 
ſon both in regard of his Efteem in the Aſf-mbly, and 
being one of the Council, and ſo concern'd in promating ' 
the King's Eufineſs ) ro ſum up the State of things, 
and to move them to an abſulure Grant ot ſome v 6mpe- 
tency to the 'complying wich the king's Necrfſicies, 
without any ſuch Conditions 53 with which, upon their 
Anſwer, he would ceaſe moving any furrner; W ich, 
upon very little Warning, he did with much Prudence, 
according to that double Capacity of a Privy Cour ſellor 
and a tiſhop: Not long after the Deputy F ult lind 
being call'd hack into England, at his raking Boat at he 
Warer-ſide, reſerved this Lord-Primate for the laſt ber- 
ſon to take leave of, and fel! upon his Knees ou the 
Sands, and aſked him Bleſſing; which Reverend Reſpect 
gain'd him a great Efte-m both in E gland aud Irelard. 

Many wete the Letters which this Prelate 'rec-iv'd 
from Foreign Parts, ſome for Reſolutiva of Difficulties 
in Divinity; others in Caſcs of Conſcience, and Practical 
Subjects: All which he willingly and readily anſwer'd, 
tho with much Labour His Expences were much in 
Books while he enjoy'd the means of His Archbiſhoprick : 
certain Sum he laid aſide every Year for that End, 


Four cſpecially in getting Manuſcripts and Rarities as well 
Was Books at Hand. He was the firft that procured the 


amaritan-Bible (which is only the Perreteuch) to the 
View of theſe Weſtern Parts: It was ſent him from 
yri2 by the way of Aleppo, Anno 1925. He had four 
ent him by a Factor he employed for the Search of 
hings of that Nature, and were thought to be all that 
ould. be had there.

Man, that all his Perſonal Eftate, and what ele helong-

When the Butineſs of the Earl of Srrafford cam: in 
Agitation, 1641. a Scandal was raiſcd upon this Good 
Man, it being reported, That he perſuaded the King 
that he might ſafely conſent to the behta ting of rhe 
ſaid Earl. A Rumour on this Primate*s Dea! h being 
ſpread, People began to reflect on his Reputation, and

one, and objetted againſt him by a on of Quality 
even in the King's Yreſcnce ; who knowing e Innocency 
of the Lord Pr: mate, anſwer'd tne Perion in a very 
great Paſſion, and bound it with an Oath, T hat 'twas a 
falſe and malicious Story, a Calumny raiſed without 
any Foundation on purpoſe to defame that Pious Man. 

Upon his Loſſes in Jrelar d, and the Straights he was 
brought into here, txo Offers were made to him from 
Foreign Nations: The one from Cardinal &zcb/rew , 
only 1n relation to his Eminent Learning, with a largs 
Maintenance, and Liberty to have lived here he plc a- 
ſed in France with the Proteftants : Ihe other was trum 
the Hol lunders, offering him the Place of being Hmnvr 4 
rius Profeſſor at Leyden, which had an ample ↄtipend; 
both which he retuſed. | 

By the Diſturbance of the Times he was perpetually 


moving; and going from Cardiff in Glanmorgas ſhire tok 


St. Dunnet s, he was moſt barbarouſly uſed by ſome Sol- 
diers, and pluckt off from his Horſe. They broke open 
his Trunks, full of Books, and took all away z tho' by 
the Exhortations of the Preachers of all ſorts, he had 
moft of them reſtor'd, except two Manuſcripts , on 
which he let a great Value, and tho' but meanly doath'd, 
he could never hear of. Not long after he fell incoa pain- 
ful Sickneſs, bled for the ſpace of four Days together, 
ſo that he ſwounded and all Hope of Life was paſt : But 
It pieaſed God at length to prolong his Life, and not 
take from the World ſo great a Bleſſing ; and recoverigg 
his Strength, in 1646. he came to London, where the 
Counteſt of Peterborough gladly received him. Aber 
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'After ſome ſpace he was choſen to be a Preacher to 
the Honourable Society of Lincelns-Iun, where he 
continued diver; Years with great Honour and Reſpect, 
'til by the loſs ot bis Sight, and decay of his Strength, 
he was a doi by bis Friends te forbear, to reſerve him- 
ſelt, and t r-mainder of his Spiri's, like St. Paul Aged, 
to the ur ot tis Books, yet expected. This Summer 
he conc-iy” would be the laft he could make uſe of 
his Eyes, and the next Winter he intended to have had 
au Amanuenſis to write for bim, and a competent Sum 
was intended for 'that Perſon , whom he ſhould make 
Choice of: But it pleaſed God to prevent it, by taking 
Him co the Sigbt of himſelf. After heeft Lin olns- Inu, 
he vas prevailed to preach in ſeveral Placcs, Gra- Inn 
on No 5. 1604. which he then thought might bave * 
becn his laſt, and wnich was efteem'd as an Honour by 
that Honourable Society, of which be was admitted a 
Memocr about 20 Years before. The next Place was as 
the 7emple, occaſion d by Mr. Seldan's Funeral. He alſo 
preached at two other Places in the City, both which 
later were verv effectual and inſtrumental in converting 
ſeveral that c-me to bim; but the laſt Sermon he 
preacheii was about Michae/mas at Hammerſmith. h 

He was very much troubled when he found himſelf 
unable to continue it, his Dreams were on it, and tho“ 
he had been 53 Years a Preacher, yet he reſolved to re- 
turn to it the Summer tollowing, in ſome (mall Church 
or Chappel. | 

The Parliament had for ſome Years been bountiful 
to bim in an +innual Stipend, but the two laſt Years it 
fell out to be ſuſpended Yer, after their being diſſol- 
ved, the Care or him wa renewed by the Protector 
Oliver Cromwell, by whoſe Order a competent Allowance 
was given him for his Subſiſtance, whici contented him. 

About a Year before tois Primate died, the Reverend 
Dc. Bernard, his Chaplain, actired this Arcibiſhop to

A ter this Dr. Bernard preſume to enquire further

paſt, or ttat they were to come? To vhich he An- 
ſwer'd, they were yet to Come, and that he did as con- 
fidently expect 'em, as ever he had done. adding, that 
the ſaid Per ſecutin would fall upon all the Proteſtant 
Churches in Europe.
